mercial lines.— Museum Established for Latest Devices in Office Sup­ 


plies.— School of Commerce Extends Its W ork to M eet Growing

college 
courses are now taking on is nowhere 


better illustrated than in the develop­ 


ment of the recently established de­ 
partment of business 
administration 
at the University of Wisconsin. 
The 
new department which is part of the 
course in commerce, is being extend­ 
ed to cover all phases of commercial 
activ ities from the point of view of the 
business man. 
The courses supple­ 
mented by practical laboratory work, 
are designed to give the student all 
the available 
information 
regarding 
the latest and best methods of busi­ 
ness management. A commercial mu­ 
seum is being developed, and already 
contains a large collection of o ce 
appliances of all kinds, and examples 
1 if advertising material, as well as a 
large collection consisting of thous­ 
ands cif foreign and domestic 
pro­ 
ducts. 
Study Business Organization 
The course in business 
organiza­ 
tion begins with a comparative study 
of personal partnership and corpora­ 
tion ownership, followed by a consid­ 
eration of wholesale, jobbing and mail 
order houses, department stores, man­ 
ufacturing commission and brokerage 
concerns, banks, and trust companies. 
Lantern slides arc used to show charts 
of various schemes 
of organization, 
bringing out their characteristics and 
comparative values. 
Cost of production and factory ac­ 
counting constitutes another 
impor­ 
tant branch of the work. 
After a 
quick analysis of the cost of labor 
and material, much time is devoted 
to up keep, over-head charges, burden, 
general expense, joint costs, scienti­ 
fic machine-rate, piece rate, premium 
plan, depreciation, 
reserves, 
sinking 
and other funds, capital and revenue. 
There is probably no phase of the 
course that brings the student nearer 
to the real questions which are today 
baffling the hest accountants and ex­ 
perienced men in evry business. 
Un­ 
der the subject of cost accounting are 
I studied collective and triplicate sys­ 
tem^: production and shop 
orders; 
job tickets; bills of material; plant, 
standing and running orders, stores, 
ledgers, and cost of ledgers. To keep 
up-to-date in thes lines of work, the 
department maintains extensive cor­ 
respondence with many large 
con­ 
cerns. and bere students get experi­ 
ence in practical correspondence. 
Financial Methods. 
Parallel with this work, in business 
management, students carry a similar 
study of financial institutions. 
Here 
are considered bank bookkeeping, dis­ 
counting, 
loaning, 
clearing 
houses, 
currency movements; then under the 
study of private hanks arc considered 
promoting, organizing, underwriting, 
syndicates; ami under trust companies 
arc studied corporate and undivided 
trust*, 
executorships, 
receiverships, 
investments, and safe deposites. This 
work closes with a general survey of 
practice in Wall Street and in other 
financial centers. 
Learn How to Advertise. 
Effective methods of advertising is 
I a recent addition to the study 
in­ 
cluding such sub-topics as the value 
.and principles of advertising—general. 
local, mail-order, and financial adver­ 
tising; use of periodicals, bill boards, 


s i g n s , bulletins, and street cars; train­ 
ing and duties of advertising advisors, 
solicitors, 
managers, and 
agencies; 
checking and filing. 
One 
of 
the 
strongest 
features of the course is 
[the use of several thousand advertise­ 
ments, systematically collected, 
cov­ 
ering nearly all lines of advertising. 
; Lantern slides are being made of the 
most important, enabling the instruc­ 
t o r to discuss essential points before 
: classes. 
Most Effective Salesmanship. 
The study of the art of salcsman- 
jship follows closely the course in ad­ 
vertising, beginning with the analysis 


J of buying and selling activities, funda­ 
mental principles, and essential char­ 
acteristics. 
Much •attention is given 
to practical systems where the records 


of results of the greatest sales de­ 
partments all lead to the sales mana­ 
ger’s desk in such form that he may 
give directions as specific and reliable 
as if he were present in any one of 
the many fields of activity. 
Buying 
naturally follows. 
Under 
this 
sub­ 
ject are studied the relations of buyer 
and seller, and the different character­ 
istics and duties in department stores, 
wholesale houses, hotels, hanks, trust 
companies, by mail, and of traveling 
salesmen. 
MAich attention is given to 
the study 
of 
commercial 
centers, 
their cause, where centers for various 
staples are located, and their influence 
on prices. The buyer for a large con­ 
cern must also be provided with an 
excellent system to wisely do all the 
purchasing. 
His 
quotation 
system 
must be such that it can be easily 
kept up-to-date, that the price of any­ 
thing desired may be had at a glance. 
Has Many Office Appliances. 
In the later years of the course 
office 
equipment 
and 
systems 
are 
studied. 
In organizing 
this 
course 
the department undertook to 
open 
correspondence with every 
concern 
in the country which manufactured 
office appliances. 
At present there 
are on file catalogs and correspond­ 
ence from nearly three hundred con­ 
cerns, with adequate information on 
every devise manufactured to reduce 
work, do it better or more economi­ 
cally. 
East year manufacturers sent 
samples of their product to Madison 
for students’ practice. 
This resulted 
in a collection of office appliances of 
all sorts. The collection was so satis­ 
factory that on June 8th an office ap­ 
pliance show was given at the univer­ 
sity for the benefit of business men. 
This summer office appliance manu­ 
facturers have been asked to furnish 
lantern slides for the university cours­ 
es and public lectures throughout the 
state, and slides are now coming in 
with nearly every delivery of express 
on the campus. 
Lecture* given with 
these slides are bound to he interest­ 
ing 
and 
instructive. 
The 
general 
course includes printing, 
stationery; 
adversing, filing, and binding devi­ 
ces; loose leaf and card systems; tele­ 
phone conveniences; follow-up 
devi­ 
ces; map and 
tack 
systems; 
time 
clocks; locks; registers and compu­ 
ters; commercial graphophones; let­ 
ter and rotary presses; manifolding. 
folding, addressing, and sealing ma­ 
chine*: check protectors, and other 
small equipments. 
To Cooperate With 
Business 
Men 
The department is planning to coop­ 
erate with the business men of the 
state, to do for them what tile agri­ 
cultural college and experiment sta­ 
tion have done for the farmers and 
agricultuf a1 interest* 
of 
Wisconsin. 
Any business problem, like cost ac­ 
counting, advertising, or office 
sys­ 
tems, will he considered for any con­ 
cern in the state 
Not only will ques­ 
tions be answered by correspondence, 
but professors and instructors 
will 
visit interested concerns and person­ 
ally assist them in working out their 
business problems. 
The head of the 
department will visit commercial cen­ 
ters throughout the country, and after 
making carefully study of similar con­ 
ditions. will give the business men of 
this state the benefit of this invest­ 
igation. 
The libraries of New York, 
Philadelphia. Chicago, and 
Madison 
will he used to procure the hest Amer­ 
ican and foreign books, trade-journals. 
and other literature. 
Gives Instruction by Mail 
The latest movement in this work 
has been the adapting of all courses 
to teaching by correspondence. 
All 
courses 
in 
business 
administration 
taught in the university are being or­ 
ganized for teaching by mail, under 
the auspices of the University Exten­ 
sion Department. 
President Van Rise and the hoard 
of regents are very anxious that the 
expert service at the university shall 
reach every person in the state who 
can be benefited, and there is no field 
of activity so quick to take advantage 
of improved methods as the commer­ 
cial interests.
